In a city of about 400,000 population, a new Union Station 
is to be built. The railroad has through service and is electrified. 
The station is to be on a level site, a square 500 by 500 feet. 
The northerly 200 feet are taken up by eight tracks 25 feet below 
the level of the property and the surrounding streets. The 
platforms between each two tracks are at least 15 feet wide. 
On the south side is a large plaza with an avenue leading to 
the important business section of the city. . 


The elements of a railroad station consist of: 
1. A concourse from which there is direct access to the trains. 


2. A waiting room with newsstands, telephone and telegraph 
offices, parcel room, etc., a women’s waiting room and a 
men’s smoking room, with toilet facilities for each. 


3. A restaurant and lunchroom 


4. Ticket offices. 

5. Ample cab entrances and cab facilities. 
6. Baggage and express rooms.

. Offices for the railroad in upper stories of part of the 
building. 


The matter of circulation and the expedition with which pas- 
sengers can reach the trains-is an essential part of the problem.

CLASS “A” V ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 
“A BANKING SCREEN” 


In a large bank and trust company, one supposes a central 
lobby thirty feet wide, devoted to the public. ‘This public lobby 
is surrounded by a banking screen with its teller’s wickets and 
various departments’ of the bank. At the end of the public 
lobby is an entrance in the banking screen provided with a gate 
giving access to the safe deposit vaults which are located at the 
end of the banking room and which are frequented by the public. 


As the width of the lobby is more than sufficient to provide an 
imposing entrance of this kind there will remain sufficient space 
for one or more teller’s wickets on either side. 

The entrance grille to the safe deposit department should be 
of such character as to give a good view of the vault in the rear 
and form an attractive architectural feature at the end of the 
public lobby. The teller’s wickets should be of convenient height 
and size for transacting business, which consists mostly of the 
passing in and out of money, sometimes in such quantity as to 
require packages or bags. P

The eighteenth century in Mexico was marked by great archi- 
tectural activity and lavish expenditure. The most characteristic 
churches of this period were of the style known as Churriguer- 
esque, that offshoot of the Baroque, peculiar to Spain and her 
colonies, in which fancifulness and unrestraint were carried to 


the extreme; in Mexico this process went even further than in 


the mother country and was influenced also by native Aztec tra- 
dition, The most striking characteristic of the facades of these 
churches is the concentration of ornament. The decoration of 
the front was usually confined to the/central part of the facade 


and to the upper part of the towers, above the main roof level.

“END WALL OF AN ASSEMBLY HALL 
THEME INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC” 


A community center contains a hall 42 feet in width by 70 
feet in length and 30 feet in height, lighted by windows on 
cither side. This room is intended for concerts, organ recitals. 
receptions and other assemblies of a semi-public character, The 
decoration of this room, which forms the subject of this prob- 
lem, should be festive in character and the drawing should 
clearly indicate the design and color scheme not only of the 
three recesses which form the most important element of the 
decoration, but of the surrounding surfaces including the truss, 


if the truss is left exposed. 


The blue print furnished herewith is definite as to the dimen- 
sions of the room, but may be varied at will in the matter of 
the proportion and treatment of the three recesses shown in 


this end hall. 


The expression of the organ is a definite element of the prob- 
lem and this must be provided for by a console and an organ 
screen, the organ screen being not less than 150 square feet 
in superficial area, ‘This may be disposed in any way that the 
designer prefers, either massed in the center opening, divided 
into two parts in the two side openings, or carried across all 
three openings as indicated in the blue print. The organ screen 
may consist of an ornamental grille or of an arrangement of 
organ pipes. The exact width and height of the three recesses 
shown are also left to the discretion of the designer and these 
recesses may be either square headed or treated with semi- 
circular or Gothic arches. It is intended that the treatment of 
the piers between these recesses shall supply the motive for the 
treatment of the piers between the windows along the two 


sides of the room, 


The trusses indicated in the diagram may be exposed or 


concealed by the introduction of a ceiling below them. 


A wainscot indicated in the blue print should be carried 
around the room, but the exact height of this wainscot is left 


to the discretion of the designer.
